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Russia 

Russian withdrawal of troops from the 
Turkish border and the implications of the 
Greek victories in Macedonia and Epirus being 
remembered, it is well now to look upon an- 
‘other side of the Russian picture in the Near 
East and the Far East. Especially is this so 
since the Molotov discussions in Berlin, which 
may be of terrible import to Great Britain and 
the United States. 

What could Germany offer Russia that 
would counterbalance the grave threat of Nazi 
troops in the Balkans and Nazi hegemony in 
the Near East, particularly at the Dardanelles? 
The chief co-conspirator in such an inter- 
change of larceny would be Japan, by which 
Soviet help to China would be cut off. In this 
agreement, which may be already consummat- 
ed, Japan would be freed from the threat of 
Soviet attack from Siberia and the troops now 
withdrawn from China to Formosa and Hainan 
could be immediately sent southward to the 
rich territories of Borneo and the Netherlands 
East Indies. 

What interchange could be effected to bal- 
ance Nazi control of the Dardanelles, which is 
hardly vital to Russia today because Germany 
effectively will control the Black sea within 
a few months? A quick glance at the map will 
demonstrate the greater bounty, to Russia, of 
warm water ports on the Persian gulf ana 
the Gulf of Oman opening into the Arabian 
sea and the Indian ocean. Suppose Hitler said 
to Stalin: Iran to you, Iraq to me. A quick 
smash down from the Caspian region across 
Iran would obtain for Stalin the warm water 
ports and the outlet to the sea he so ardently 
desires, and needs. No one today will question 
the fact that Stalin will strike if the prize is 
rich and soft. This would place Stalin in 
‘a strategic position for eventual absorption of 
India, when and if the British Empire col- 
lapses. Hitler then would have fulfilled the 
Kaiser’s dream of a Berlin-to-Bagdad route 
and he would have the vital oil fields of Mosul 
and Iraq. 

On the one hand there is the Soviet with- 
drawal from the Turkish border. On the other 
the Molotov talks in Berlin. The English- 
Speaking world may be in for another rude 
awakening. 


Just as Well 


Action of the state board of education in 
striking the textbooks by Dr. Harold Rugg and 
Louise Kruger from the state’s approved list 
for public school use is probably the most sat- 
isfactory solution of an undesirable contro- 
versy. The board, in its action, specifically 
stated it made no attempt to pass on the 
merits or demerits of the books in question, 
but acted only for the “general welfare” of the 
school book system. 

Sometime ago various groups, headed by 
Legionnaires, charged that the Rugg textbooks 
on social science were subversive to American 
ideals and showed a leaning toward Com- 
munism. There was a public hearing, marked 
by admission of most of the accusers that they 
had never read the books, 

Following this the professional textbooks 
committee was ordered to carefully examine 
the books. The committee reported later it 
found nothing wrong with the »ooks. 

However, the board of education found that 
it could legally abrogate the contract for these 
books and, wisely, has done so. 

Regardless of the truth or falsity of the 
charges made, the books could not, now, be 
used without constant objection from all man- 
ner of sources. They would have caused a con- 
etant turmoil, and it is far better to secure other 
books which are free from possible objection 
than to insist on retention of the Rugg texts. 

It is to be hoped, now, that no similar 
storm will arise over whatever books are 
chosen to replace those discarded, and it is 
likewise to be hoped that children in the 
% schools will be given full opportunity to under-

Mussolini Orates 
In considering the speech by Premier Mus- 


solini, made Monday, it must be remembered 
he was, primarily, speaking to Italians, for 
home consumption. He was seeking an effect 
on his own people, with little care as to what 
the outside world might think of his words. 

To America the bombast and braggadocio 
in his speech appeared rather tragically amus- 
ing. Americans as a whole were inclined to 
put little credence in his statements, and they 
still prefer to believe the British version of the 
Taranto affair to that of Il Duce. 

But it must be remembered that the Italian 
nation finds itself involved in a war which was 
never very popular with the great mass of Ital- 
ian people. Dragged in by Mussolini at the hour 
of France’s collapse, with the self-evident pur- 


pose of grabbing some of the spoils without ° 


facing much, if any, of the danger, the Italians 
now find themselves in a far from envious 
position. 

The Italian navy seems to be helpless 
against British sea power in the Mediterranean. 


A great Italian force is stalemated and bogged 


down in the sands of the Egyptian desert and 
another force, expecting quick victory over 
little Greece, is, instead, fleeing in disorder from 
the victorious Greek armies. 

Mussolini had to reassure his people. He 
had to arouse, some way, the determination to 
see this war through. For, in all the uncer- 
tainties of the future, one thing is certain. 
When, finally, the tides of battle turn against 
the Axis powers, Mussolini and Hitler, as dic- 
tators and as individuals, are through. Defeat 
for their forces means their personal death 
warrants. 

The extent of dissatisfaction in Italy may 
easily be gauged-from the extreme bombast 
and reckless promises made by Mussolini in 
his speech. He has to adopt desperate oratory 
to save his own face with his own people. He 
has, probably, saved it for the time being, but 
there will come a day when all the chin thrust- 
ing, all the fist pounding, all the posing and 
all the lies will not be able to save him from 
the just fate which always awaits the jackal.

They’re All Dead 


It matters little, after death has come, the 
manner of its coming. The man or woman 
killed is just as dead, regardless of the manner 
in which his life was snuffed out. 

The Londoner blown to pieces by a German 
bomb is no more dead than the Georgian 
smashed in the impact of a couple of automo- 
biles on the highway. One form of death is 
just as certain, and just as complete, as the 
other. 

It is, therefore, interesting to compare the 
statistical deadliness of bombs, compared to 
cars and trucks. 

From June to October, last, 8,500 British 
civilians were killed by enemy bombs. In the 
same period 11,910 persons in the United States 
were killed in traffic accidents. Even allow- 
ing for the difference in population between 
the two countries, this ratio makes it only 
about twice as dangerous to live in wartime 
Britain as it is in peacetime America. 

Drivers tending to carelessness or those who 
may be tempted to take an alcoholic drink or 
two before turning the ignition key, would 
probably cut down the traffic hazard if they 
thought over these statistics for a little while 
during the remaining months of 1940, the 
most dangerous portion of the year. 


The bomb sight, they say, is being released 
bit by bit to the British; but our other military 
secrets are safe.

AN AMBASSADOR REPORTS ... “OFF 

THE RECORD.” ' 

Cynical of the future of democracy in Eng- 
land is Joseph P. Kennedy, American ambassador 
to the Court of St. James, who, after an inter- 
view—granted a BOSTON GLOBE reporter—was 
published, declared he had thought he was talk- 
ing “off the record.” This brings the DETROIT 
FREE PRESS to comment, “The cry of ‘I was 
misquoted’ is nothing new in journalism... . The 
reaction to the ambassador’s words was not 100 
per cent favorable and when this became ap- 
parent Joe simply tried to cover up.” : 

And, commenting on Mr. Kennedy’s interview, 
the ATLANTIC CITY PRESS asserts, “If Am- 
bassador Kennedy is right you wonder why either 
Mr. Roosevelt or Mr. Willkie wanted to be Presi- 
dent. Democracy is all done... national So- 
cialism is coming out of it,” concluding, “Conso- 
lation comes in the thought that Kennedy is prob- 
ably not a prophet.” Then, calling Mr. Ken- 
nedy’s statement a “paean of pessimism,’ the 
CLEVELAND PLAIN DEALER believes “Ken- 
nedy had best give his personal definition of 
democracy” and can see no foundation for his 
“assumption that full measures of freedom will 
not be restored after the war.” 

“The spectacle of a parliament in session while 
the Germans are dumping their lethal loads on 
London is perhaps the outstanding evidence that 
democracy will survive,” says the WASHINGTON 
POST. Meanwhile, the DENVER POST declares 
that “Coming from Ambassador Kennedy, the 
warning that American involvement in the war 
will mean the end of our democracy is hearten- 
ing. For it gives the impression he was speak- 
ing for the administration. ... At least, we can 
be sure.that Kennedy’s fears have been imparted 
to the President.”

ehind the scenes of the 
administration, a powerful movement is afoot to give embattled 
China something more than empty good will and an occasional well 
secured loan. In simple outline, the plan is to strengthen the 
Chinese substantially with money and planes, in the hope that a 
determined Chinese counter-attack will divert the Japanese from 
further adventures in the Malay peninsula. 

In the post-election lull, when so many heads of departments 
were away from Washington, most of the ground work has been 
done by subordinates. But the movement will have the enthusi- 
astic support of Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox, who is deeply 
concerned about the Far Eastern situation, and of Secretary of the 
Treasury Henry Morgenthau Jr., an old friend to the Chinese. The 
President himself is expected to approve. And although progress is 
likely to be impeded bythe usual factional divisions within the 
State Department, Secretary Cordell Hull and the President’s par- 
ticular crony, Ampbassador to France William C. Bullitt, are both 
counted as warmly sympathetic. 

Moreover, the movement has the best possible debating point. 
For unless firm steps are promptly taken, the present Japanese ad- 
vance into the Malay peninsula may end before the spring, with 
the virtual liquidation of the Far Eastern positions of Great Britain 
and the United States. 


$200,.000,.000, 500 PLANES The spokesman of the Chinese in 

Washington is Dr. T. V. Soong, 
brother of the celebrated sisters, Mme. Chiang Kai-shek, Mme. Sun 
Yat-sen and Mme. H. H. Kung. Dr. Soong, himself a brilliant finan- 
cler and leading figure in the Chinese National government, is 
asking for $200,000,000 and as many pursuit and bombing planes as 
can be spared, up to an eventual total of 500. Considering average 
war expenditures elsewhere, the demand seems small. Yet Dr. 
Soong is confident—and his confidence is considered reasonable by 
many naval and military experts on the Far East—that with $200,- 
000,000 in cash and a few hundred decent planes the Chinese could 
re-conquer Hankow, Hangshow and other vital centers. A Chinese 
counter-offensive even half so successful as this should be sufficient. 
to bring the Japanese scurrying back out of Malaya. 

Dr. Soong has been in Washington since June. Thus far, it must 
be admitted, his adventures with the administration have’a certain 
opera-bouffe quality. When he first arrived, he wanted only 
money, and was sent to the astute Secretary of Commerce and 
Federal Loan Administrator, Jesse H. Jones. Jones apparently 
regarded what was obviously a purely political loan to China as on 
a par with the refinancing of a needy bicycle factory. When Dr. 
Soong asked for $100,000,000 Jones offered $5,000,000. There was 
much haggling. At length only $25,000,000 was allowed. 

While the haggling was in progress, various attempts were made 
to integrate aid to China with the rest of our foreign policy. During 
the summer, for example, after a talk with the British Ambassador, 
Lord Lothian, Ambassador Bullitt suggested to the President giving 
the Chinese supplies enough for a counter-offensive this autumn. 
But the question was adjourned until “after election.” Efforts to 
procure for the Chinese the 276 planes ordered by Sweden but not 
licensed for export also miscarried. In truth, beside the $25,000,000 
from Jesse Jones, China has received to date only ten attack bomb- 
ers. These were part of an order for 16 bombers placed by Thailand, 
but withheld when Thailand’s co-operation with Japan became too 


apparent, 


POINT IN GERMAN STRATEGY Now, however, a real de- 


cision must be made one 
way or another. Because of her internal currency situation, China 
desperately needs a stabilization fund of at least $100,000,000. With- 
out such a fund, there will be no value in the paper with which 
Chiang Kai-shek keeps in the field a regular army of nearly 
2,000,000 and 1,500,000 guerillas. It is a small price to pay for 
such a force. Besides the $100,000,000 for the stabilization fund, an 
additional $100,000,000 is required to pay for the planes and other 
supplies necessary to a counter-attack. 

Furthermore, it is decidedly unpleasant to contemplate what may 
happen if a Chinese counter-attack cannot be quickly prepared. 
Until recently the Japanese have been immobilized by fear of being 
taken in the rear by the Russians, but a Russian sell-out in the Far 
East was probably assented to at Berlin by the Soviet Commissar of 
Foreign Affairs, Viacheslav Molotov. Japanese troops have already 
been withdrawn from important areas in China and are now being 
concentrated, in a strong expeditionary force, on the islands of 
Hainan and Formosa. The occupation of the rest of Indo-China is 
the immediate objective but once Saigon and the vital French naval 
base at Camh-Ranh Bay are in Japanese hands, Singapore and the 
Dutch East Indies will be the next steps. 

If Singapore goes, the position of the Chinese National govern- 
ment will become untenable, for even the Burma road will then be 
cut off. . The Japanese will be in full control of Eastern Asia. And 
the Germans, whose agents are reliably reported to be planning 
and supervising the current Japanese maneuvers, will have won 
another, and vastly important point in their world strategy.

Mr. Kent Cooper, head of the

He was telling of the strain on nerves and minds of the men 
engaged in covering the war for the newspaper members of the 
Associated Press.

But every one of them has 
been brave and courageously gone about doing his job. The news 
has come through.

Men have worked long hours, have gone sleepless and hungry, 
have narrowly escaped death many times each week to keep the. 
news coming. It was in speaking of this that Mr. Cooper said® 

“IT wish sometimes, just now and then, the radio commentators, 
who are regarded as authorities, would speak a word for the men 
doing the job of getting them the news. All their comment is 
based on the news sent in by the men who are in almost constant 
danger of losing their lives or sustaining serious injury. I think 
it is due: them. I would like to hear their names mentioned in 
these news comments. Without the reporters the commentators 
would have nothing for comment.” 

The real story of these men will be told one of these days when 
peace comes. It is a story of the greatest heroism of all, strict 
attention to duty in the face of dangerous odds. No troops ever 
were braver or finer than these men who serve the news agencies. 


NO PLAY-ACTING There is no chance for a Richard Harding 
: Davis in these days of modern war. There 
is romance, but it is the romance of everyday association with 
sudden and violent death, of getting wires and machines mended 
so that the news may go through. Of taking history in the making 
and sending the story as it is made. 


I would like to see what Fleet street looks like in these days. 
We know that bombs struck the Associated Press building several 
weeks ago. No one knows what other buildings have been struck. 
Many, I am sure, 


Fleet street has been unique for centuries. It always has been 
a street of writers, poets, pamphleteers, novelists and of news- 
papers. There are three blocks of nothing but newspaper offices, 
pubs, restaurants, tobacco shops and perhaps a milk bar or so. The 
newspaper offices have overflowed down toward the Thames 
and the Associated Press building is on Tudor street. On below 
Tudor street is the Thames embankment. The bombers follow the 
Thames estuary and often have been forced to drop their bombs. 
Many of them have fallen into the section between Tudor street 
and the embankment. : 

I remember that AP building so well. 
borrow maps and books from their morgue: There was, down at 
the corner, a pub which sold very fine meat pies. A pork pie and 
a cup of coffee, which they made’ very well because of the many 
Americans there, was a good afternoon appetizer. But for lunch 
the place to eat was on Fleet street. , 


And late in the afternoon there was one old pub, more than 
200 years old, where the newspapermen and women would gather 
to drink beer and ale and smoke pipes exactly as was done’when 
Boswell and Johnson and Goldsmith were there on the street. The 
old Cheshire cheese restaurant is there on Fleet street just as it 
was when Johnson ate there. 


It does things to me to think of Fleet street being bombed. 
THE MEN ON THE JOB I always have been proud of being 


a newspaper worker. And hear- 

ing Kent Vooper tell of the men in Europe, I was prouder still. 

They are, at times, an odd lot of people, the newspaper people. 
News is something which holds them. There are stories coming 
from some of the totalitarian countries, where news is sjippressed, 
of veteran reporters on the newspapers of those countries who, 
knowing a piece of news, often will see that it gets passed along 
to an American newspaper reporter who can get it printed. I 
would not seek to make it a romantic thing, although if one will 
read the story of the Associated Press in book form one will see 
that it is. But I would like to insist that, for the man or woman 
who feels he or she has a place in newspaper work, it is some- 
thing which will excite the loyalties and news will become not a 
commodity so much as a cause. 

So, when you read your daily newspaper, think for a moment 
about the men who have gathered the European news. They are 
doing a great job in the finest manner and tradition.

People Is To Be Disloyal 


To America 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


When the north and south had quit fighting, there was a period 
of bitterness and hatred when politicians made votes by “waving 
the bloody shirt.” But the wounds healed and hurts were for- 
gotten, and there came a time when bitterness survived only in 
the south. 

Why was one section more forgiving than the other? The north 
was rich, powerful, busy providing for new millions from Europe; 
expanding, building, making fortunes. It could afford to be mag- 
nanimous, tolerant, generous. It was standing on top of the world. 

The south was prostrate, ruined, bankrupt, broken and miser- 
able. The humiliation of defeat still gnawed at its pride. It was 
bitter because it suffered—in body and spirit. 

It is the winner who forgives easily. He can afford to be gen- 
erous. The loser cannot forgive while his pride suffers. 

Years ago I lived in a small town where all but five families 
belonged to one sect and the five belonged to another, The larger 
group controlled the life of the town, and their power made them 
feel tolerant. 

“We must be courteous and kind to these families that do not 
agree with us,” they said to one another, “and to prove that free 
America is tolerant of minorities.” 

Actually they were not tolerant, but indifferent, and that may 
explain their failure to win the friendship of the five families. - 

In any case, the five were not tolerant. They also played the 
game of courtesy, but their children sometimes said things that re- 
vealed their bitterness and contempt and hatred. 

That situation may still be found in many towns. One sect is a 
majority in one town and another in another, but in every case the 
carelessly tolerant group is the one that has undisputed control. 

The few, resentful of their weakness and drawn closer together 
by it, are more loyal to one another and to their creed than they 
would be if they were the majority. They never quite forget their 
status as underdogs. 

So if there is bitter intolerance, it is likely to be found, contrary 
to popular belief, in the group that happens to be a minority in a 
particular place. And this, therefore, is a problem the majority 
cannot solve. It is a problem for individuals. 

Class hatred, stirred up in recent years, is the greatest danger 
to our nation in times like these. It must somehow be overcome, 
and this is the first patriotic duty of every citizen whose heart is 
not free of class prejudice.

The population of the United 
States, its territories’ and posses- 
is 150,362,326, the Census 
Bureau announced today, point- 
ing out that the mainland popu- 
lation has increased in the past 
decade only one-third as fast as 
that of the territories and poses- 
sions. 

The total increase since the last 
census, in 1930, was 11,923,257, or 
8.6 per cent, the bureau comput- 
ed, on the basis of preliminary 
figures. 

Continental United States had a 
population of 131,409,881, an in- 
crease of 7 per cent. The popula- 
tion in the territories and poses- 
sions was 2,596,445, a gain of 
445,422, or 20.7 per cent. This 
figure was exclusive of the Philip- 
pine Islands, which had a popula- 
tion of 16,356,000 when the census 
was taken, in January, 1939—an 
increase of 21 per cent since the 
last census, in December, 1918.

MY DAY: In Johnstown 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., Monday.—Yesterday I, spent the day in 
Canton, Ohio. We visited President McKinley’s tomb, which is 
very imposing and must be very beautiful in summer with the 

water in the pools below it. A great deal of 
WPA work has been done to improve the park 
system and Canton seems a pleasant place in 
which to live. 
I had the privilege of visiting there a very 
beautiful old lady, who has evidently Won a 
great place for herself in the hearts of her 
fellow citizens. Mrs. Goodman may be bed- 
ridden today, and she has, certainly had her 
share of personal sorrows, but if achievement is 
measured in terms of the influence which peo- 
ple have over their neighbors, I should say 
that her life has been eminently successful. 
aa Everyone who spoke of her, did so with af- 
fection and appreciation. 

After my afternoon lecture, we took the train for Johnstown, 
Pa., and arrived here about midnight last night. So far, the day 
has been busy and very interesting. I visited the Red Cross roll 
call headaquarters and saw some of the garments which they are 
turning out and shipping to Great Britain and Finland. Then I 
went with the mayor to see the flood control work which the fed- 
eral government is helping them to put through. 

Two terrible floods have visited Johnstown; the one in 1889 
cost the city a great many lives. Seven hundred and seventy-three 
persons were never identified; and up in the cemetery on the hill 
the unmarked stones are placed .in rows as they are in Arlington 
cemetery in Washington. One monument is erected to all those 
unidentified dead. The recent flood cost the city some $40,000,000, 
but fortunately only a few lives were lost in the whole county. 

The™work of dredging the two rivers, which will in the future 
safeguard the population from the ravages of the past, 7 in full 
swing and I was much interested to see it. The President in- 
spected this work and told me of it some time ago, so 1 know he 
will be: glad to hear of the progress made. 

It is easy to see that a city, which has suffered as this one has, 
must take advantage of whatever help the state and federal gov- 
ernment can give. For the future, these expenditures to prevent 
recurring disasters will be a saving not only to the community, 
but to the state and the nation. 

The NYA director took us over to his office after lunch and we 
saw the woodworking shop where much good work is being turned 
out by the boys. They are about to build a resident project here 
with a shop which will give valuable training in skills to many of 
the boys of the state. The plans were shown me and the work 
is already beginning. The boys were digging today to find out 
what the ‘conditions would be for foundation work. 

At 5 o’clock, a few of the Democratic women leaders are coming 
to call and, after my lecture this evening, we take the train to 
Henderson, N. C.
